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The following are the recorded 
minutes of the Fort Wayne Radio 
Club: 


The February meeting of the Ft. 
Wayne Radio Club was held at the 
Salem Church of Christ on 16 
February, 1996. About 45 people 
were in attendance; the meeting was 
started by President Cliff Shreve 
about 19:45 local. The minutes were 
approved as read. Treasurer Carl 
Rittenhouse provided a Treasurer's 
report dated 16 February as follows: 

General account balance 
$6868.42 (includes $743.50 in the 
Ladies account). Hamfest account 
balance $1150.00 Repeater account 
balance $2354.44 

Clitt asked tor volunteers to 
staff a small committee tasked to 
develop ideas on how to utilize our 
newest asset, the 146.94 repeater. If 
interested in serving, contact Cliff. 
Bill Hall announced that the FWRC 
has a table at the upcoming Ft. Wayne 
Sports, Vacation and Boat Show that 
will be held at the Coliseum. The 
club will display DX via QSL cards, 
will exhibit ATV, a working packet 
station, and will show Amateur Radio 
promotional videos. Volunteers will 
work 2 hour shifts and will receive a 
free pass to get into the show. 

Cliff told us about the new 
"Computer Net" that will be 
premiering on 146.94 on Weds, 
February 21 starting at 20:00 hours. 
This net will be run every other week 
initially and is intended to provide a 
source of information and a means to 
answer any questions you might have 
regarding computers. Cliff has

arranged for two computer experts, Jim and 
Greg Jones to run the net and provide the 
expertise. Jim and Greg will be the featured 
speakers at next months club meeting, so 
members may have an opportunity to meet 
them in person. 

Francis Barr told us about the 
Voice of America (VOA) facility in 
Manson, Ohio (just north of Cincinnati) that 
may be available for tours by the club.

Cliff announced that arrangements 
for the bus trip to and from the Dayton 
Hamfest are coming together nicely. The 
bus (47 seats, 7 cargo bays) will depart 
from the Salem Church parking lot at 04:00 
on Saturday, May 14th and arrive at the 
Hamfest about the time the doors open. 
There will be coffee and donuts on board 
and Hamfest tickets will be available at a 
$3.00 discount to the Hamfest box office 
price. Details of the arrangements are 
contained in the January Hamspatter. 

Cliff and Dave Beltz noted that the 
FWRC Hamfest is THE means for 
producing revenue for the club. Last years 
Hamfest represented an income of $5300. 
This allows the club to support it's various 
operational and social activities, the 
Repeaters, and so forth. Dave Beltz has 
volunteered to coordinate this years 
hamfest, but he cannot do it all by himself. 
Volunteers are needed. Dave noted that 
members had come forward to help head up 
most of the activities with the exception of 
the task of Vendor Ticket/Table Sales. A 
volunteer to head this most important 
function is needed as soon as possible. If 
we cannot find someone to take this task on 
soon, it might be necessary to hire a 
professional, and if that becomes necessary, 
the cost for doing so will significantly 
reduce the resultant income to the club. 

Following the business meeting, 
Cliff introduced Lynn Patton, Director of the 
Northeast Indiana Medical Response Team 
who told us about the function of the 
organization and described some of the 


adventures of the team during recent forays 
into the field. This organization is heavily 
dependent upon effective communications 
and would be eager to include more 
amateurs in their midst.

13- Former member whose sister was a 
Movie Star. 

14- Former member who stalled out 
while working at the top of his tower and 
was rescued by the Fort Wayne Fire Dept. 
15- Present member who was a 
meteorologist with the Air Force. 

14- Former member who used the first 
beam antenna in the Fort Wayne area, 8KJ 
design. 

15- Member who was a grad of PU who 
placed the first two meter repeater system in 
Fort Wayne. 

16- Former member who was made a 
Captain in the field during the battle of 
Guadalcanal. 

17- Name of Cat who held a paid up 
membership card issued by the FWRC.

Back to our history lesson: On April 
25, 1874, there had been born in Bologna 
of an Irish mother and an Italian father, a 
child they had named Guglielmo. In his 
youth he studied at Leghorn Technical 
School, and early became a disciple of 
Professor Righi of the University of 
Bologna, who had for several years been 
an active experimenter with inductive 
telegraphy. At the age of twenty, he 
Marconi began experimenting with 
electric wave phenomena on his father’s 
large estate just outside of Bologna. From 
that work grew the art of radio as we 
know it today. 

Marconi did not invent any new devices. 
He simply adapted the inventions of many 
other men, eliminated some of their 
laboratory defects, and continued them 
into a workable communications system. 
He took Righi's Version of the Hertzian 
oscillator and used it for his transmitter; 
he took the coherer, which was a tube 
filled with metal filings with connecting 
plugs at each end - discovered by Hughes 
in 1878, then re-discovered by Branly -- 
and used it for his receiver, later patenting 
it, but most important of all, he adopted 
modified versions of Loomis’s' aerial and 
radiated the Electromagnetic oscillations 
along the surface of the earth for 
increasingly greater distances. 

In 1896 he took the entire system to 
England and there, on Salisbury Plain, he 
sent and received a wireless message over 
a distance of two miles. On June 2, 1896, 
he filed his patent applications in the 
British Patent Office. In July his work was 
noticed by Sir William Preece, who 
became at once of his ardent frend, 
admirer, and sponsor. All this combined 
to draw the attention of the scientific 
world. 

With somewhat understandable 
resentment and jealousy. these bearded 
scientists ~who had been working on the 
problem for years began to describe 
Marconi as a charlatan. He had invented 
nothing new, they said; he had only used 
the devices they had invented, and with 
which everyone was familiar. Now, 3 
years out of his teens, he who had played 
no part in their discovery offered these 
devices to the world of science and 
proposed to patent them. No wonder the 
scientists were shocked. Branly, in 
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particular, keenly resented Marconi’s patenting the coherer, which he regarded as his own 
invention. It is difficult to say just how much weight these accusations bear. In point of fact, 
Marconi’s patents were based not so much on the individual devices as that he had 
combined them into a practicable communications system.
